O  U  will  eafily  imagine  that 
my  Defign  from  thefe  Words 
is  to  difcourfe  to  you  of  that 
commendable  Virtue,  Frugali¬ 
ty,  but  may  not  perhaps  fo 
eafily  fee  the  Reafon  for  my 
Choice  of  this  Subject  at  this  Time. 

I  T  is  not  the  Affectation  of  entering  upon 
a  new  Topic,  nor  a  Concern  that  others  before 
me  in  this  Place  have  left  little  to  be  added  after 
them  ;  but  becaufe  of  the  ftrong  Connection 
which  fubfifts  betwixt  Frugality  and  Charity,  in- 
fomuch,  that,  I  am  verily  perfuaded,  Frugality  will 
fupport  the  Charity,  which  you  have  fet  up,  in  the

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fame  high  Degree  of  Ufefulnefs  and  Credit,  as  it

is  this  Day.

Your  Preacher  alfo  prefumes,  that  he  fhali 
{peak  a  Word  in  Seafon,  at  this  Juncture  of  af- 
fembling  yourfelves  for  Divcrfions,  and,  more  hap¬ 
pily,  for  giving  annual  Countenance  to  your  In¬ 
firmary. 

But  before  I  begin,  I  would  beg  Leave  to 
make  a  few  Obfervations  upon  the  Miracle,  which 
occafioned  the  Advice  of  the  Text.

A  s  good  People  take  the  Wants  and  NecdTi- 
ties  of  others  into  their  Confideration ;  fo  our  ge¬ 
nerous  Mailer  apprehended,  that  the  Multitude, 
which  followed  him  in  iearch  of  fpirltual  Do&rines, 
had  not  provided  for  their  bodily  Suftenance. 

And  fo  it  proved - for  he  found,  upon  Inquiry, 

that  the  Stock  among!!  them  All  was  but  five 
Loaves  and  two  fmalj  Fifhes:  and  thefe  were  not 
fuflicient  that  every  one  of  them  might  have  a 
little.

Ha  d  he  been  poiTeffed  of  the  fplendid  For¬ 
tunes,  which  many  of  you  are,  he  would  certain¬ 
ly  have  done  what  there  is  Reafon  to  think  you 
would  have  done  upon  the  fame  Exigency.  He 
would  have  given  them  Money  to  buy  for  them- 

felveSo 
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felves.  But  thoJ  he  had  no  temporal  Eftate,  nor. 
Indeed  Occafion  for  it,  as  he  had  all  Nature  at 
his  Command,  he  was  unwilling  to  fend  them 
away  empty,  fince  they  had  refigned  themfelves 
to  Him  with  abfolute  Confidence.  And  that  they 
might  alfo  have  immediate  Proof,  when  they  gave 
proper  Attention  to  religious  Duties  that  their 
temporal  Wants  fliould  be  fupplied,  he  file  wed 
himfelf  literally  the  Bread  which  came  from 
Heaven,  which  at  this  Time  was  diftributed  to 
them  by  a  Word,  as  he  had  afore  rained  it  down 
upon  their  Fathers  in  the  Defart.  He  took  the 
five  Loaves  and  two  Fifhes,  and  gave  Thanks, 
(for  at  that  Time  of  Day  there  was  no  fuch  Thing 
as  eating  without  firjl  giving  Thanks)  and  by  this 
his  Blefling,  their  Bafket  and  Store  increafed,  the 
Fifhes  alfo  were  multiplied ;  fo  that  about  Five 
Thoufand  did  eat,  and  were  well  filled. 

After  this  Account,  I  cannot  help  remind . 
ing  you,  that  we  no  where  read  of  our  Saviour's 
doing  any  Miracle  for  his  own  Profit.  He  did  not 
change  Stones  into  Bread  during  his  long  Fall:  in 
theWildernefs — But  here,  for  his  faithful  Follow¬ 
ers,  he  foon  alters  the  Courfe  of  Nature,  and  nou- 
rifhes  them  with  a  Miracle;  and  tho’  He  was  au- 
flere  to  himfelf,  he  was  indulgent  to  them — to 
teach  us,  that  we  fliould  defpoil  ourfelves  of  Self- 

love, 
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love,  which  binds  us  to  our  own  Flefh,  and  difen- 
gages  us  from  the  Love  of  our  Neighbour.

And  here  let  me  fubjoin,  that  the  Intention 
of  our  Lord  in  ordering  the  Fragments  to  be  ga¬ 
thered  up,  appears  to  be  not  only  to  teach  his  Dif- 
ciples  a  LefTon  of  Frugality,  but  to  prove  likewife 
the  Reality  of  the  Miracle.  They  who  knew 
from  what  fmall  Beginnings  thefe  Fragments 
f welled  into  twelve  Bafkets  would  naturally  reafon 
from  this  Circumftance,  and  convince  themfelves. 
And  it  is  not  improbable  but  he  fent  them  Home 
with  fome  of  the  Fragments,  that  it  might  be  no¬ 
torious,  that  the  Multitude  was  fed  with  true 
Bread,  and  that  they,  who  heard  the  Account, 
and  were  fatisfied  with  their  own  Eyes,  might 
more  particularly  inquire  after  the  Beftower  of  it. 

But  however  this  be,  for  we  have  not  the 
Authority  of  Holy  Writ  for  the  Supposition,  we 
may  with  Certainty  infer,  tho’  our  Lord  could 
work  and  repeat  a  Miracle  at  his  Pleafure,  he  would 
not  that  Abundance  fhould  authorize  Wafffulnefs  ; 
and  therefore  no  Perfon  in  the  higheft  Station 
fhould  think  himfclf  exempt  from  the  Duty  and 
Practice  of  Frugality. 

I  will  proceed  therefore  to  lay  before  you, 
its  Nature,  Extent,  and  Advantages,  as  well  with 

Re- 
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RefpeCl  to  the  Public,  as  to  Individuals;  nor  will 
you  doubt  of  the  Propriety  of  the  Text  upon  this 
Occafion,  when  you  confider,  that  if  our  Lord 
thought  it  meet  and  right,  that  the  Fragments  of 
the  Loaves  and  Fillies  fhould  be  gathered  up,  that 
nothing  fhould  be  loft,  it  feems  a  more  exaCt  ful¬ 
filling  his  Purpofe  to  gather  up  the  broken  dift 
jointed  Members  of  Society,  thole  poor  Human 
Fragments,  which  yet,  when  collected  and  reftored 
to  their  former  Strength,  cannot  fail  of  being  fer- 
viceable  to  the  Commonwealth;  and  if  you  will 
allow  me  to  carry  on  the  Allegory^  may  fill  both 
their  own  and  other  Men’s  Bafkets. 

First  then,  by  Frugality  I  underftand  the 
Art  of  regulating  our  Wants  by  our  Circumftaii- 
ces,  and  of  adjufting  our  Defires  to  the  Means  we 
have  to  fupply  them. 

I  t  has  been  remarked,  that  Men  of  large  For¬ 
tunes  are  more  apt  to  exceed  them,  than  thofe  who 
have  lefs.  But  Barely  the  higheft  Refinement  which 
they  could  give  to  their  Pleafure  would  be  in  en¬ 
joying  its  Conveniences  and  Comforts  without  the 
Hazard  of  Eftate  or  Character;  otherwife  the 
Reflection  is  grievous,  and  the  Enjoyment  not 
worth  (peaking  of,  if  it  be  imbittered  by  a  Cefla- 
tion,  that  leaves  the  Mind  at  Liberty  to  mufe  up¬ 
on  its  paft  Folly.  And  that  this  will  be  the  Cafe 
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amongft  the  mofl:  fenfual,  we  need  only  refer  to 
their  Experience  ;  for  never  was  Reafon  fo  to¬ 
tally  fubdued  by  Pleafure,  as  to  be  deprived  of 
thofe  Intervals,  which,  tho*  not  always  able  to  re¬ 
cover  the  Man,  are  yet  powerful  enough  to  awa¬ 
ken  him,  and  rouze  up  Dneafinefs.  What  then  will 
the  Prodigal  do,  when  left  to  his  own  Condemna¬ 
tion,  with  Fortunes  impaired,  and  Defires  Simu¬ 
lating  and  more  unfatisfied  than  ever  ?  Who  by 
endeavouring  to  impofe  upon  others,  who  were 
well  acquainted  with  his  Situation,  becomes  there¬ 
by  the  greater  Object  of  their  Pity,  and,  by  being 
one  of  the  laft  in  finding  out  himfelf,  is  furprized 
at  the  unhappy  End,  which  was  long  forefeen  by 
others. 

This  we  may  receive  for  a  Maxim — When¬ 
ever  vve  fpend  above  our  Fortunes,  we  deffroy  by 
that  very  Means  the  Character  which  we  would 
with  the  World  to  have  of  us,  and  which  wt  our- 
felvcs  defirs  to  maintain.  But  what  has  been  laid 
of  other  eminent  Virtues  may  as  juftly  be  affirmed 
of  this  — None  more  eafily  underlfood,  and  none 
lefs  pradifed  than  Frugality;  which  is  thus  ac¬ 
counted  for — 7  he  lnvdligation  of  fpeculative 
Truths  raifes  and  entertains  our  prefent  Curiofity; 
but  the  pradical  Part,  which  concerns  our  future 
Good,  is  upon  that  Account  an  Argument  the 
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leaf!  prevailing.  Tell  any  unprejudiced  Perfon 
of  the  manifold  Advantages  of  Frugality,  and 
yon.  will  quickly  convince  him  by  Examples  of  the 
opposite  Conduct:  But  till  Theory  and  PraClice 
fhall  be  the  fame,  you  have  gained  little  more  by 
his  Conviction,  than  fome  Hopes  that  he  may 
profit  by  his  thorough  Knowledge.  What  then 
is  fufficient  to  enforce  this  Virtue,  when  Examples 
and  friendly  Admonitions  prove  ineffectual?  I  an- 
fwer,  His  own  Experience  ~  but  then  alas !  he  has 
fb  far  loft  Sight  of  the  true  Merit  of  Frugality, 
that  our  naming  it  at’  that  \  ime  is  little  better 
than  an  Infu.lt  upon  his  pall  ConduCt. 

But,  fays  the  Man  of  Fortune  and  Pleafure, 
Is  then  Frugality  indifpenfibly  neceffary?  With 
refpeCt  to  the  lefs  Opulent,  I  grant  it  a  Duty,  and 
a  right  Scheme  it  is  for  them ;  but  what  have  I 
to  do  to  fhackle  myfelf  with  that  Plebeian  Virtue, 
the  Cloak  of  Avarice,  and  the  Excufc  of  the  In¬ 
digent?  Whilff  my  Fortunes  will  purchafe  me 
Pleafures,  1  fhall  not  look  upon  them  to  be  lavifh- 

ly  or  unlawfully  expended - Was  I  Lazarus ,  I 

would  be  content  with  my  Condition ;  as  I  am 
Dives ,  I  will  enjoy  it. 

s 

Now  tho’  fuch  Speeches  as  thefe  may  be 
fpoken  with  Spirit,  the  Anfwer  to  them  is  eafy. 

- — -Fru- 
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- — Frugality  is  a  neceflary  Virtue  with  regard  to 
the  Public;  and  to  prove  the  Reafonablenefs  of 
your  plaufible  Arguments,  it  only  lies  upon  you 
to  fhew,  that  Riches  were  intended  meerly  to  ferve 
your  own  Pleafure. 

I  t  is  true,  when  we  have  but  a  narrow  or 
precarious  Subfiftance,  Oeconomyis  then  particular¬ 
ly  bound  upon  us;  but  it  is  not  however  confined 
to  the  Necefli tous,  or  to  the  middle  Rank  of  Men ; 
for  the  End  of  Riches  is  the  Good  of  the  Com¬ 
munity  ;  and  their  being  placed  in  this  or  that 
Hand  for  fuch  Ufe,  will  no  more  admit  of  Pro- 
fufion,  than  the  fmall  Incomes  of  private  Perfons 

- - So  that  Riches  are  indeed  aTruft  of  public 

Concern ;  and  we  all  know,  that  every  one  is  an- 
fvverable  for  a  Truft,  and  fhould  be  afhamed  to 
abufe  it,  by  wrelting  it  altogether  to  private  Pur- 
pofes. 

I  t  has  been  often  pleaded,  I  confefs,  that 

Wealth  allows  of  fome  Follies. - But  there  is 

no  natural  Alliance,  that  1  know  of,  betwixt 
Riches  and  Folly ;  at  lead,  1  am  lure  rich  Men 
would  take  it  very  ill,  if  it  was  fo  underftoodL 
They  are  not,  we  own,  obliged  to  watch  every  in¬ 
cidental  Expcnce — but  notwithftanding  this,  after 
they  fhall  have  fupported  with  becoming  Dignity 

their 
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their  Eftates,  Titles,  Offices,  and  Relations,  the 
Remainder  is  a  Remainder  for  the  Public,  and  as 
much  due  to  the  Public,  as  what  their  Stewards 
received  was  due  to  Them. 

I  t  has  been  afferted  alfo,  that  Saving  is  no  Vir¬ 
tue  in  Princes ;  and  one  cannot  wonder,  that  they, 
who  are  about  them,  wifh  wrell  to  this  Pofition. 
But,  furely,  this  is  an  unexamined  Hece  of  Rhe¬ 
toric,  and  can  be  true  but  in  one  Senfe,  with  re- 
fpeft  to  their  having  for  their  Children,— for  vvhofe 
Sake  it  is  needlefs,  as  the  Public,  whofe  they  are 
alfo,  affigns  them  princely  Appointments.  Never- 
thelefs,  did  it  become  me  to  treat  of  the  Affairs  of 
Princes,  I  fhould  not  take  up  much  of  your  Time 
in  filewing,  that  Frugality  is  not  only  a  Virtue  for 
Pcrfons  in  lower  Life  and  Station,  but  extends  from 
the  Mechanic  to  the  Sovereign  ;  nor  fhall  I  fcruple 
to  fay,  That  it  is  of  capital  Ufe  to  all  Orders  of 
Men,  and  of  as  much  Service  to  every  individual, 
as  his  annual  Income.* 

Numberless  indeed  are  its  Advantages— 

o 

The  frugal  Man  needs  not  run  after  great  Per- 
fons,  nor  melt  away  his  Days  in  vain  Attend¬ 
ance. —But  how  many  Injuries  mull  he  cloak  up, 
how  many  Affronts  and  Denials  mull  he  fwailow, 

C  who

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who  has  confirmed  his  Sub  fiance  ? — And  all  per¬ 
haps  from  the  mean  Motive  of  Vanity,  or  for  the 
Profpcft  of  a  Something,  which  will  not  intirely 
heal,  but  barely  (kin  over  his  feffering  Wounds. 
Whereas  a  heady  moderate  Courfe  of  living  ren¬ 
ders  a  Man  independent  of  wicked  Perfons,  pre¬ 
vents  fetting  his  Foot  where  he  cannot  tread  with¬ 
out  After-repentance,  and  makes  him  thoroughly 
fenfible,  that  Places  and  Preferments  may  be  ho¬ 
nourably  declined,  when  they  commence  the 
Wages  of  Iniquity,  nor  are  to  be  acquired  but  by  fup- 
planting  true  Merit — And  certainly  too,  Fruga¬ 
lity  is  of  valf  Service  in  common  Life,  if  it  diverts 

w  * 
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that  ffrong  Byas,  which  the  prefent  J  imes  have, 
to  expenfive  Entertainments — Even  its  Appear¬ 
ance  may  hinder  pecvifli  Men  from  difappointing 
their  ncareff  Relations,  and  the  Reality  open  the 
Eyes  of  the  Prudent  of  both  Sexes  to  add  to  their 

virtuous  Management - and  for  a  more  lading 

Reward,  it  will  fupply  you  with  the  Means  of  ar¬ 
riving  at  the  highelt  of  all  Honours,  that  of  being 
Helpers  of  the  Fricndlefs.  Nor  muff  I  forget, 
that  Frugality  alfo  is  the  Mother  of  National  Li¬ 
berty.  It  is  the  Corruption  of  thofc  who  have 
lavifhly  brought  themfelvcs  into  Neccflities,  which 
barters  it  away,  and  undermines  a  free  State, 
Frugality  will  of  itfelf  preferve  Equality,  not  by 
making  all  equally  rich,  for  that  is  neither  poflible 

or 
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or  defirable,  but  by  preventing  any  from  being  ml- 
ferably  poor- — This  was  the  grand  Secret  which 
placed  Sparta  at  the  head  of  Qrreece,  and  raifed 
old  Rome  to  be  the  Miftrefs  and  Arbitrefs  of  Em¬ 
pires.  And  fhould  it  not  be  amongft  our  ardent 
Wifhes,  that  after  fo  long  an  Abfence  as  fince  the 
Days  of  Queen  Elizabeth ,  file  may  at  length  re- 
vifit  our  Ifland,  and  banifh  that  enormous  Luxury, 
which  has  drained  our  Coffers,  diffracted  our  Heads, 
and  in  fome  Meafure  diminifhed  our  Courage  ? 

W  E  are  now  in  the  Morning  of  a  new  War, 
in  which  our  Commerce  is  at  Stake.  We  have 
often  fought  generoufly  for  others,  and  muff  now 
fight  for  ourfelves,  without  the  Affiftance  of  our 

good  Allies - And  therefore  Frugality  is  doubly 

neceffary  to  carry  on  this  War;  and  indeed,  with¬ 
out  it,  even  Victories  would  not  avail  us ;  but, 
with  it,  our  Naval  Forces,  and  the  Divine  Favour, 
what  have  we  to  fear  ? 

Let  me  juft  recall  an  Expreffion,  which  may 
poffibly  be  mifinterpreted.  1  have  faid  above,  that 
Frugality  will  keep  us  Independent .  But  by  Inde¬ 
pendency,  1  do  not  mean  that  vague  Cant-Term  of 
not  uniting  ourfelves  ftrongly  together ;  for  in  all 
Matters  of  Moment,  we  fhould  doubtlefs  join  our 
Elands  and  Hearts :  And  as  finely  each  of  us  is  but 

an 
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an  hclplefs  Creature,  we  ought  to  be  what  Goef, 
Nature,  and  Government  defigned,  dependent  one 
upon  another,  and  be  thereby  fecured  more  com¬ 
fortably  in  our  collective  Body - But  yet,  1  mu  ft 

fay,  that  the  true  Independency,  which  wife  Men 
grafp  at,  means  juft  nothing,  if  they  take  no  Care 
ho  w  they  embarrafs  their  Fortunes;  for  when  you 
view  the  Profufe  in  this  glimmering  Light,  are 
they  not  lets  able  to  preferve  Dignity? —And  from 
which  they  muft  fall,  if  they  are  under  a  Neceffi- 
ty  of  becoming  venal  to  fupport  their  Expences.

But  it  is  high  Time,  Secondly ,  to  apply  this 
SubjeCt  of  Frugality  to  the  Purpofes  of  our  pre- 
fent  Meeting. 

1  have  always  confidcred  it  as  one  of  the 
joyous  Confcqucnccs  of  ample  Fortunes,  and  the 
prudent  Direction  of  them,  that  their  Poffdlors 
can  reputably  anfwcr  the  Calls  of  Providence  up¬ 
on  the  various  Accidents  and  Misfortunes  of  their 
Fellow-Creatures.  Should  a  bold  Enquirer  afk, 
why  God  permits  any  Accidents  of  a  grievous 
Kind?  We  reply,  as  well  to  excrcife  fome  Men's 
Charity,  as  other  Men's  Patience. 

Let  every  Virtue  then  fliine  forth  feafonably, 
and  let  Frugality  among  the  reft  be  confpicuous  in 
piviivj  a  due  Attention  to  our  Inheritances  or  Ac- 

o  o 

qui- 
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quifitions ;  as  it  will  both  fave  and  preferve  a  per¬ 
petual  Fund  for  upholding  Infirmaries  and  every 
other  well-defigned  Charity,  which  mud  alike  de¬ 
pend  upon  the  good  Hufbandry  of  Men's  Incomes. 
It  is  poffible  indeed  that  they  may  be  continued 
by  fome  fortunate  Incidents,  or  from  divine  Im- 
pulfesupon  Men’s  Minds  ;  but,  humanly  (peaking, 
Frugality  will  be  one  of  the  firmed  Supports;  for 
tho’  it  is  not  the  Parent,  it  is  the  Nurfe  of  Charity, 
and  of  mod  Service  in  bringing  up  the  Child.^ 
It  cannot  be,  but  that  Equipages,  Diverfions,  and 
the  Vanity  of  appearing  in  high  Tade  will  forcibly 
rob  us  of  the  Power  of  doing  many  good  A&ions: 
And  yet,  what  is  that  Applaufe  which  fome  make 
their  guiding  Principle,  and  is  profecuted  by  thefe 
Means  ?  What  is  it  indeed  ?  but  as  Solomon  has 

aptly  expreffed  it  for  me - The  crackling  of  Thorns 

under  a  Tot- - they  burn  and  blaze  for  a  While, 

but  not  with  fuch  a  Fire  as  a  Man  can  fit  down 
by  to  warm  and  comfort  himfelh 

But  let  us  fuppofe,  that  thefe  are  not  the 
Pleafures  which  are  agreeable  to  your  Bend  of 
Mind,  but  that  you  referve  Riches,  for,  thofe 
meaned  of  all  Luxuries,  Eating  and  Drinking- — 
You  need  not  be  told,  that  thefe  give  you  but  a  mo-

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mentary  Vivacity,  for  which  you  muft  again  and 
again  recur  to  them - And  is  it  not  a  fevere  Re¬ 

proach  upon  thefe  Days  of  Extravagance,  that 

Cookery  (amidft  the  Decay  of  found  Learning) 
has  reared  up  its  Head,  and  already  alfumed  a  Rank 
ampngft  the  liberal  Sciences  ?  It  is  in  vain  perhaps 
to  expert  that  Men  of  Idlenefs,  who  are  palled 
and  dulled  with  their  Abundance  fliould  think  of 

any  other  Improvements - 1  he  Culinary  Arts 

were  their  Invention,  and  have  put  a  full  Stop  to 
their  Gemuffcs.

But  in  how  different  a  Light  do  they  (land, 
who  have  the  Courage  to  renounce  all  coflly  Luxu¬ 
ries,  and  who  lengthen  out  their  Incomes  by  the 
Meafure  of  Frugality!  1  here  is  no  Load  upon 
their  Mind  or  Body  —They  are  capable  ot  exerting 
their  natural  Faculties,  and  their  Occonomy  en¬ 
ables  them  to  promote  the  fcveral  Arts  and  Invent 
fions,  which  conftitute  a  flourifhing  Common¬ 
wealth - They  grow  up  to  be  Trees  of  Eminence, 

and  many  lodge  under  their  Branches — They  have 
the  Power  to  perfue  and  carry  forward  the  glori¬ 
ous  Plans  for  the  Advancement  of  Chriftian  Cha¬ 
rity,  which  is  the  Bond  of  Perfect nefs,  and  they 

have

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have  moreover  the  Comfort  of  doing  by  natural 
Means,  what  our  Lord,  rather  than  it  fhould  be 
undone,  performed  by  Miracle. 

I  t  is  plain  then,  that  Frugality  intends  an  Ac- 
compiifhment  of  good  Purpofes,  is  as  widely  di- 
ffant  from  Penurioufnefs  and  Prodigality,  as  they 
are  from  one  another,  and  muff  be  therefore  wor¬ 
thy  of  all  Men  to  be  received.  To  fave  from  our 
felves,  what  we  might  enjoy,  from  this  exalted 
Principle,  T o  give  to  him  that  needethy  muff  be  a 
recommendatory  Virtue  before  God  and  all  the 
People.  Many  might  come  in  and  go  out  of  the 
World  unheard  of,  or  with  an  ill  Savour,  was  it 
not  for  their  continued  Aids  and  Subfcriptions  to 
the  Dift refled.  This  Perfume  diffufed  in  your 
Lifetime  is  the  belt  Proof  of  a  charitable  Heart, 
and  fully  manifefts  its  Sincerity.  It  will  fpread  alfo 
an  Odour  upon  your  Name,  whilff  you  are  alive, 
ftronger  than  that  of  a  precious  Ointment;  and 
embalm  you,  when  dead,  beyond  all  the  Arts  of 
Egypt. 

Ido  not  intend  to  inquire  into  their  Motives, 
who  live  only  for  the  Benefit  of  Executors ;  but 
it  would  be  a  ftrange  T  hing,  if  we  did  not  fee  it 
every  Day,  that  a  reafonable  Creature  fhould  be¬ 
lieve,  or  aft  as  if  he  did  believe,  that  he  was  not 

born 
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born  for  his  own  Times.  There  can  be  little 
Grounds  at  any  Time,  much  lefs  under  the  prefent 
Senfe  and  Management  of  young  People,  that  a 
Man's  Son,  or  Nephew,  will  difpofe  of  his  For¬ 
tunes  in  a  better  Manner  than  He  himfelf.  But 
be  this  as  it  will,  it  can  bear  no  Difpute,  that  every 
One  is  obliged  to  do  all  the  Good  he  can  in  his 
own  Day;  and  whoever  means  to  do  fo,  muff  de¬ 
termine  to  live  fomewhat  within  his  Income,  as 
with  Liberality,  fo  without  Profufion. 

Blessed  be  God!  the  Defcription  of  the 
Men  by  the  Prophet  Amos  does  no  ways  fuit  our 
Ti  mes.  They  lie,  fays  he,  upon  Beds  of  Ivory, 
(the  fineft  and  cooleff  in  hot  Countries)  and  are 
not  grieved  for  the  Affliction  of  Jofeph.  No,  we 
have  rather  followed  his  Example,  who  has  not 
kept  all  Things  for  himfelf.  It  was  the  Language 
of  the  Churl  in  Samuel  to  call  all  his  own.  Shall 

I  take,  faith  Nabal,  my  Bread  and  my  Water  and

my  Flefh  which  I  have  killed,  and  give  it  to  Men 

whom  I  know  not?  Such  have  not  been  vour  Sen-

timents - and  therefore  the  latent  Seeds  of  Hu-

manky  foon  put  forth,  when  the  firft  Propofals 
for  this  long-wanted  Charity  wTere  made  public. 
All  of  every  Denomination  took  their  Part  in  it ; 
a  Circumftance  I  mention  with  Pleafure,  and 
with  the  View  of  fixing  it  upon  every  Body’s 

Mind, 
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Mind,  That  there  are  good  People  of  all  PcrfuafL 
ons- — Then  was  the  fit  Time  when  we  heard  of  a 
Remedy,  to  apply  it  with  Speed.  No  one  objedled 
to  it,  as  not  being  the  firff  Projector,  And 
thus  it  came  to  pafs,  that  God  helped  the  Poor 
out  of  Mifery,  by  you  his  Inftrume'nts,  that 
the  Bones  which  they  had  broken  might  rejoice. 
You  have  now  taken  them  under  your  fpecial  Care, 
and  their  Condition  is  fet  forth  to  you  in  the 
Words  of  St  Taul,  yds  dying ,  but  behold  they  live  ; 
as  chajlened ,  but  not  killed ;  as  having  nothing ,  and 
yet  pojjejjing  all  Things.  Forgive  me  this  Wrong, 
that  I  have  ventured  to  call  thofe  poor,  who  have 
fuch  a  Congregation  as  this  for  their  Debtors. 
Good  Debts  they  certainly  are,  both  to  them,  and 
for  us  alfo,  God  having  been  pleafed  to  hire  out, 
as  it  were,  his  Bleffings,  by  conferring  them  on 
thofe  who  diftribute  according  to  his  Will. 

But  befides  the  Reward  in  another  Life,  there 
Is  a  fpecial  Advantage  in  this,  which  immediately 
accrues  to  the  Governors  of  this  Charity  ;  for 
tho’  You  might  contribute  meetly  for  the  Sake  of 
the  Miferable,  it  is  followed  with  this  beneficial 
Confequence,  that  the  Phyficians  and  Surgeons, 
who  attend  us  in  our  Day  of  Sicknefs  or  Accident, 
muff  have  amply  inlarged  their  Knowledge  and 
Skill,  and  can  better  depend  upon  the  Efficacy  of 

E  Me- 
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Medicines,  after  repeated  Trials  in  an  Hofpital, 
than  in  private  Families,  where  the  Patients  or 
their  Attendants  are  frequently  felf-willed,  or  lefs 
governable. 


Shall  we  fay  alfo,  that  even  the  Covetous 
and  Ambitious  may  fervc  their  Turns  by  carting 
in  amongft  us  ?  The  one  by  faving  his  Money,  the 
other  by  doing  what  is  politic  and  popular.  And 
O  !  what»a  fmcerc  Joy  is  it  to  all  good  People, 
that  at  length  there  is  eft'ablijhed  an  Houle  of  Re¬ 
treat  and  Safety  for  the  Affli&ed,  when  their  Lo¬ 
vers  and  their  Friends  could  only  ftand  looking 
upon  their  Trouble,  and  their  Kinfmen  were  afar 
off.  Tho’  we  cannot  certify  a  Tick  Man,  or  a 
Cripple,  in  the  Words  of  an  Aportle,  JeJus  Cbrift 
makeib  thee  whole ,  we  may  have  the  Comfort  of 
faying  in  moft  Cafes,  The  Infirmary,  thro'  God?s 
Blcfling  upon  the  Means  applied  there,  will  return 
thee  a  found  Man  to  thy  needy  and  anxious 
Family. 


Now  from  what  has  been  juft  obferved,  it 
fhould  be  the  Wifdom  of  the  Rich  fb  to  live,  that 
their  Stores  may  not  fail,  as  well  as  the  Prayer  of 
the  Poor,  that  the  Offerings  of  the  Rich  may  ac¬ 
company  their  Ability.  In  this  refpeft  I  am  not 
able  to  conceive,  how  a  Man,  who  is  not  frugal, 

can 
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can  execute  the  many  friendly  PraepofTeffions  of 
Nature  in  Favour  of  the  Diftrefled,  or  otherwife 
relieve  the  painful  Senfadons  of  his  own  Bowels, 

To  be  fuch  a  Friend  to  Mankind,  as  I  have  de- 
fcribed,  does  not  require  a  large  Fortune  fo  much, 
as  a  fuitable  Management  of  what  we  have.  This 
Suggeftion  will  probably  bring  to  your  Remem¬ 
brance,  One,  who  had  no  higher  Rental  that  500/. 
per  ann .  but  who  hands  in  the  firft  Clafs  amongfl 
the  Frugal  and  Beneficent,  T  h  e  M  an  of 
Rosse,  The  Man  of  Rosse  —  an  Ex- 
preflion,  which  paints  fo  very  happily,  that  I  cam 
not  pretend  to  add  to  a  Charafter  fo  fully  and 
beautifully  drawn. 

Here  I  have  the  Pleafure  of  obferving,  that 
we  come  in  for  fome  Share  of  this  Great  Man's 
Praife,  upon  Account  of  the  difcreet  Management 
of  our  Charity,  both  within  Doors  and  without. 
The  Houfehold  Articles  have  been  conduced  with 
all  Regard  to  the  Do&rine  of  the  Text;  as  has 
the  Public  Building,  a  Point  that  claims  Angular 
Commendation,  for  as  much  as  the  Expence, 
which  is  laid  out  in  Solidity  and  Strength,  is  down¬ 
right  Frugality.  Witnefs  the  Roman  Bridges,  fe- 
verai  of  which  Abroad  remain  perfeft  at  this  Day. 


T  Ii  u  s 
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Th  u  s  prudently  have  we  fet  out,  and  therefore 
let  us  walk  by  the  fame  Rule ,  let  us  mind  the  fame 
Thing .  I  can  bear  you  Record  alfo,  that  you  have 
contributed  to  your  Tower ,  and  1  am  glad  to  add, 
Not  beyond  your  Tower,  as  there  will  be  Lfs  Likeli¬ 
hood  of  being  weary  in  Well-doing.  N  ot  that  we

But  notwithstanding  this,  I  may  fafely  af¬ 
firm,  that  they  are  worthy  of  Honour  who  have 
followed  good  Examples,  have  perfevered  in  them 
thus  far,  and  by  prafrifirig  the  Advice  of  the  Text, 
may  continue  in  well-doing  to  their  Life’s  End. 

W  E  have  been  told  that  a  fingle  Hofpital  in 
Ft  wicje ,  j L'  Hotel-Dieu,  maintains  more  Patients  in 
a  Year  than  all  our  Hcfpitals  and  Infirmaries  put 
together.

If  the  Catholics 
arrogate  to  themfeives  for  fuflaining  Multitudes  of 
idle  Hands,  which,  in  a  different  Communion, 
might  and  would  fupport  others,  be  it  the  Praife 
of  our  Religion  to  cure  and  nurfe  up  the  ufeful 
Members  of  Society :  And  be  it  remembered, 
by  the  Friends  of  our  Conftitution  in  Church  and 
State,  That  the  fpringing,  budding,  and  many 
eminent  Exertions  of  thefe  and  feme  other  well- 
judged  Chriftian  Charities  in  England  and  Ireland , 
have  been-  chiefly  begun,  conduced,  and  O!  that 
they  may  be  alfo  perfected,  under  the  aufpicious 
Reign  of  King  GEORGE  the  Second.

Suffer  me  yet  to  breathe  forth  my  farther 
Wifhes,  T  hat  one  Ward  may  be  fet  apart  for  In¬ 
curables,  that  they  may  die  at  leaf!:  with  lefs  An¬ 
guilla.  So  it  is,  that  when  Life  is  quite  bowed 
down  with  Pain  and  Grief,  Men  ftill  defire  to  re¬ 
tain  it ;  and  even  when  they  know,  they  muff  die, 
it  is  natural  to  wifh  fora  gentle  and  eafy  Death.

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THO’  the  Contributors  to  this  Clnrity  are  acquainted  by  the 
Statutes  heretofore  publi fhed,  of  the  Regulations  under  w  hich 
it  is  govern’d  ;  yet  it  may  not  be  amifs  to  remind  them  here  of  the 
following  Particulars. 

The  Management  is  entirely  in  the  Hands  of  the  Governors,  who 
are  either  annual  Subfcribers  of  Two  Guineas  or  upwards,  or  Bene- 
ia&ors  of  20  1.  or  more  at  one  Time  ;  fo  that  it  cannot  be  pervert¬ 
ed  or  mifapplied.  A  General  Court  of  Governors  is  held  four 
Times  a  ^  ear  lor  tranfa&ing  the  extraordinary  Buhnefs  of  the  So¬ 
ciety,  inlpedting  the  Accomptt,  and  appointing  a  Committee,  con¬ 
fiding  ol  the  Treafurer,  and  36  Governors,  whofe  Bufinefs  it  is  to 
meet  every  Thurfday,  to  receive,  rejedf,  or  difeharge  Patients,  and 
to  direCt  all  Matters  concerning  the  Expences,  Government,  or 
ConduCt  ol  the  Infirmary,  and  ot  the  Officers  and  Servants  belong¬ 
ing  to  it.  All  Governors  have  a  Right  to  attend  and  vote  at  any 
Committee  ;  and  it  will  be  an  additional  Favour  done  the  Charity, 
if  they  will  often  make  ufe  of  that  Privilege.  No  Perfon  however 
can  vote  or  recommend  Patients,  whillt  his  Subfcription  (which 
ought  always  to  be  paid  in  Advance  to  the  Trealurer)  remains 
unpaid. 

A  Monitory  Letter  is  fent  to  all  Subfcribers,  without  DiltinCtion, 
whofe  Subfcriptio ns  are  two  Months  in  Arrear.  As  this  is  the 
Practice  ol  all  Infirmaries,  ’tis  hoped  no  Perfon  will  be  offended  at 
this  nccelfary  Application.  And  ’tis  taken  for  granted,  that  every 
Perfon  continues  his  Subfcription,  till  he  declares  the  contrary  to  the 
Committee. 

Perlons  who  meet  with  fudden  Accidents,  requiring  the  imme¬ 
diate  Help  of  Surgery,  are  received  at  any  Hour  of  the  Day  or 
Night,  without  any  Recommendation.  All  other  Patients  are  ad¬ 
mitted  on  Thurfdays  between  the  Hours  of  Ten  and  Tw'elve,  and 
they  are  defired  to  attend  punctually  bclore  Twelve  o’Ciock  ;  it 
having  been  found  inconvenient  to  admit  any  who  offer  themfelves 
alter  that  Hour. 

I  very  Sublcribcr  of  One  Guinea  per  Annum,  may,  each  Year, 
recommend  one  Out-Patient  ;  and  two  fuch  Subfcribers  jointly,  one 
In  Patient.  Every  Subfcriber  ot  Two  Guineas  per  Annum,  may 
recommend  one  In-Patient,  or  two  Out-Patients,  and  fo  in  Pro¬ 
portion  lor  larger  Snblcnptions.  Benefactors  ol  10 1.  have  the 
fame  Piivilcge  as  Subfcribers  of  One  Guinea  per  Annum,  and  thole 
who  give  larger  Sums  proportionally.
